The average of wholesale prices in July showed, on 
balance, a@ decrease of 0°5 per cent. as compared with 
June, and an increase of 0°8 per cent. as compared with 
July, 1934, the index numbers for the three months 
being 88-0, 88'4 and 87°3 respectively. Prices of food 
were 2 per cent. lower than in the previous month, but 
industrial materials and manufactures showed a small 
increase. Both food and industrial materials were 
slightly dearer than a year ago. 


The re-grouping of industrial materials (excluding 
fuel) into basic materials, intermediate products and 
manufactured articles shows small increases in each 
group. The rise in basic materials and in manufactured 
articles has in each case been in progress since March, 
amounting in respect of the former to nearly 6 per cent. 
but in respect of the latter to only one-tenth of that 
amount. For intermediate products, comparing the 
same months, there was a rise of 1°5 per cent. The 
index for building materials was the same last month as 
in June, the rise in progress since last February being 
checked. Compared with July, 1934, basic materials 
were about 1 per cent. and intermediate products be- 
tween 14 and 2 per cent. dearer, while manufactured 
articles showed no appreciable change. The index for 
building materials was about 1} per cent. higher than a 
year ago. 


Food prices declined steadily during the month, but 
prices of industrial materials and manufactures showed 
a slight rise in each of the first three weeks and re- 
mained unchanged in the last week.

other food and tobacco.’’ Among industrial materials 
and manufactures, wool and “ other textiles ’’ re- 
corded further rises in price, the increase in respect of 
the former being 4 per cent. Prices in the cotton group 
increased by rather more than 1 per cent., while chemi- 
cals and oils declined by a similar margin. There were 
no appreciable changes in the other groups. 


Compared with a year ago, there was an increase of 
nearly 5 per cent. in the ‘‘ other food and tobacco ”’ 
group, but this was largely offset by declines of 84 and 1 
per cent. in the cereals and meat, fish and eggs groups. 
Of the eight groups of industrial materials, six showed 
increases, the most important being in respect of 
“‘ other textiles ’’ (8} per cent.), non-ferrous metals 
(4 per cent.) and wool (4 per cent.). The cotton and 
miscellaneous groups each declined by over 8 per cent. 


MoveEMENT oF Commopity PRICES 


The table on pages 192 and 193 shows the average 
monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. The quotations for both Costa 
Rica and Kenya coffee hitherto included in the index 
have ceased to be published, and new quotations for 
Costa Rica, good to fine, and Kenya, good to fine, 
bold, are being obtained from trade sources. 


Of the cereals, quotations for which are included in 
the table, English (Gazette average) and Californian 
malting barley declined by 7 and 8 per cent., maize by 
5 per cent., Canadian and Rosafé wheat by 2} and 4 per 
cent., and flour by from 1 to 14 per cent.; oatmeal 
was 2 per cent. dearer. In the meat group Wiltshire 
bacon and hams advanced by about 24 and 4 per cent., 
while Irish and Danish bacon were a little cheaper. 
Scotch beef and New Zealand lamb were about 44 and 
14 per cent. dearer, but decreases of 18 and 44 per cent. 
were recorded for Argentine chilled beef, fores and 
hinds respectively, and 114 and 8 per cent. for Austra- 
lian beef and pork. Mutton and fish were also cheaper, 
but there was an increase of 64 per cent. for Danish 
eggs. Among other foods, increases of 104, 6 and 23 per 
cent. respectively were shown for British, New Zealand 
and Danish butter. New Zealand cheese was about 2 
per cent. dearer, but English cheddar cheese declined 
by nearly 2 per cent. A decrease of 15 per cent. was 
recorded for potatoes (London market), coffee declined 
by 5} per cent., and sugar was a little cheaper. 


Of the industrial materials and manufactures in- 
cluded in the table, Fifeshire steam coal was a little 
cheaper, and in the iron and steel group hematite (West 
Coast) advanced by about 23 per cent., while a small 
decline was shown for tinplate and sheet bars. Of the 
non-ferrous metals, lead, tin and zine were 44, 24 and 
2 per cent. dearer, while copper wire and brass sheets 
were cheaper by 3 and 2 per cent. respectively. In- 
creases ranging from 1 to 2 per cent. were recorded for 
all the cotton items with the exception of Egyptian 
raw cotton and jaconets, which showed little or no 
change. There were some considerable increases in the 
wool group, merino tops, worsted weaving yarns, noils 
and raw wool advancing by 9, 74, 64 and 54 per cent. 
respectively; smaller rises were shown for most of the 
other items. Hemp was 18 per cent. dearer, while jute 
declined by 74 per cent. In the chemicals and oils 
group, palm kernel and soya oils were respectively 11 
and 5 per cent. cheaper. Of the miscellaneous items, 
ox and heifer hides advanced by 34 per cent., while 
rubber was 8 per cent. cheaper. 


With regard to commodities, the prices for which are 
included in the compilation of the index but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, important changes in 
the food groups were increases of 14, 114 and 11 per 
cent. for apples, English eggs and tomatoes, and de- 
creases of 19 and 164 per cent. for oranges and onions, 
the increase in the price of eggs being essentially

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


PRODUCTS OF SYNTHETIC NITROGEN 
INDUSTRY 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import 
Duties Advisory Committee, have issued the Additional 
Import Duties (No, 23) Order, 1935 (S.R. & O. 1986, 
No. 751), increasing to £4 per ton as from August 2 
1935, the duty on ammonia liquor, sulphate of 
ammonia, synthetic sodium nitrate, ammonium sul 
phate-nitrate including mixtures of ammonium sul 
phate and ammonium nitrate, all ammonium 
phosphates, fertilisers consisting of ammonium nitrate 
mixed with other materials, and compound fertiliser, 
mixed fertilisers and compound manures. 


In the main these commodities are products of the 
synthetic nitrogen industry which, owing to its im 
portance to agriculture and as a potential source o 
supply of munitions of war, is now established in most 
of the important industrial countries, the total produce 
tive capacity being very greatly in excess of con 
sumption. Many foreign countries have prohibited 
importation except under licence, or have resorted to 
other means for the drastic protection of their home 
markets. 


In these circumstances it is clearly possible for large 
surpluses to be produced which would be available for 
export at prices bearing only a fractional relationship 
to the all-over cost of production. In recent years the 
British synthetic nitrogen industry has not been sub- 
jected to foreign competition of this nature owing to the 
operation of agreements among the producers here and 
abroad, but the continuance of these agreements has 
always been problematical, largely because of uncer 
tainty as to the extent to which the United Kingdom 
market will be open to competition. 


The Committee consider it desirable in the national 
interest that this uncertainty should be removed and 
that adequate duties should be imposed on the com 
modities covered by the Order. 


They have given careful consideration to the position 
of agriculture. British nitrogenous-fertiliser prices com- 
pare very favourably with those abroad, and the manu- 
facturers have given satisfactory assurances that these 
prices will not be raised save after consultation with 
the Committee and the farmers, while provision has 
also been made for a reduction in prices in the evento 
@ fall in raw material and labour costs.

In their Report the Committee state that current 
imports of tubing and piping made wholly or partly of 
tubber consist mainly of garden hose and other similar 
tubing, and that imports of such goods, after falling off 
very materially in 1932 and 1933, have recently 
recovered substantially. In most cases the goods to 
vhich the recommendation relates are at. present 
chargeable with the general ad valorem duty only. 
The alternative minimum specific duty of 14d. per lb. 
is imposed as a safeguard against future competition

Cmd.. 4971. Additional Import Duties (No. 26)

A Five-Year AGREEMENT WITH CONTINENTAL CARTEL 


The Committee report that negotiations between the 
steel industry in this country and the Continental Steel 
Cartel have resulted in a five-year agreement, with an 
optional break at the end of three years. The agree- 
ment provides for the limitation of the total imports 
into this country of a wide range of iron and steel 
products from the countries at present represented in 
the Cartel to 670,000 tons in the first year and 525,000 
tons in subsequent years, and for securing to this 
country the same proportion of the total export trade of 
the contracting countries as it enjoyed in 1934. A 
special allowance is made to this country in the export 
market for the first year in compensation for the higher 
rate of imports conceded for this year. 


CoNDITIONS GOVERNING THE ARRANGEMENT 


The arrangements are conditional on the rate of duty 
applicable to the agreed imports from Cartel countries 
being reduced wherever practicable to not more than 
20 per cent. In this connection the Committee point 
out that under commercial treaties the reduced rates of 
duty have to extend to similar products imported from 
countries not parties to the agreement. They refer to 
a statement in the agreement that both parties are 
satisfied that the arrangements can only be operated 
satisfactorily and without detriment to the interests of 
the countries concerned by the institution by this 
country of a system of licensing, and to a provision for 
the cancellation of the agreement failing the establish- 
ment of such a system. The Committee say they have 
made it clear that this is a matter of Government 
policy and will involve legislation. They consider, 
however, that under such a system the agreement will 
prove of great value to this country as well as to the 
other participating countries, but that without it there 
can be no permanence in the arrangements.: 


OTHER Repuctions or Duty 


In addition to the above-mentioned goods the Com- 
mittee recommend that the following be also made 
subject to the reduced rate of 20 per cent. :—Plates 
and sheets of all kinds not exceeding £16 a ton in 
value; rods in coils not exceeding £9 a ton in value; 
barbed wire, single strand wire and upholstery and 
mattress springs; galvanised hexagonal wire netting; 
and nails. These goods are to form the subject of a 
further Treasury Order.

AUSTRALIAN ‘TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE 


CUTBACK BITUMEN 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney has advised the 
Department of Overseas Trade by telegram that refer- 
ence has been made to the Australian Tariff Board of 
the question of the admission under Tariff Item 415 
(A) (2) of cutback bitumen, 


Tariff Item 415 (A) (2) provides for the admission 
free of duty under the British Preferential Tariff and. at 
15 per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff of 
manufactures of a class or kind not commercially manu- 
factured in Australia. 


Cutbacks are bitumens made more liquid by the 
addition of light fractions in order that they can be 
handled without heating to the high temperatures 
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generally necessary with ordinary bitumen for road- 
making, which are now classified under Items 267B and 
229B6. Cutbacks are at present classified under the 
latter item (229B6). 


Residual oil not elsewhere included and Solar oil 
not elsewhere included, per gallon, 4d. British 
Preferential Tariff, 44d. General Tariff.

ROUMANIAN IMPORT AND EXPORT 
REGIME 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that the 
National Bank of Roumania issued a notice to the 
press on July 19 to the effect that, as from that date, 
they would pay the export premiums due for exchange 
ceded before June 11, 1935, as follows :— 

(1) For foreign exchange ceded to the Bank between 
November 1, 1934, and June 10, 1935, in respect of 
exports of goods of No. II category effected during the 
period November 1, 1934—March 10, 1935. 


(2). For foreign exchange ceded by exporters to the 
National Bank between March 11 and June 10, 1935, in 
respect of all categories of exports effected during that 
period. 

The premium will not be paid: 

(a) For foreign exchange ceded in respect of ex- 
ports to countries which have exchange restrictions 
(or clearing arrangements) as France, Italy, 


Switzerland, and do not admit the negotiability of 
the exchange. 


(b) For foreign exchange ceded in currencies 
which are not mentioned in the Decision of the 
Council of Ministers of June 10, 1935. 


In accordance with a further announcement pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ Dimineata ’’ on July 17, the Foreign 
Exchange Commission has issued a communiqué to 
the effect that special exchange facilities would be 
granted for the payment of foreign newspapers and re- 
views, with a view to avoiding any undue increase in 
their price. 


In exchange for payment facilities importers of 
foreign books, reviews and newspapers should under- 
take to calculate the following rates of exchange for 
their remittances : —

OVERSEAS TRADE IN APRIL 


The monthly summary of oversea imports and exports for 





April, 1935, recently made available by the Commonwealth 
Statistician shows an increase in both imports and exports 
of merchandise as compared with April, 1934. The exports 
were greater by 49°1 per cent. (£stg.8,207,000 in April,

ports were greater by 11 per cent. only (£stg.5,495,000 in 
April, 1935, against £stg.4,949,000 in April, 1934), with the 
result that the favourable commodity balance on the trade 
of the month was £stg.2,712,000, against £stg.555,000 in 
April, 1934. For March, 1935, the favourable commodity 
balance was £stg.1,502,000. 

Including bullion and specie, the favourable balance for 
April, 1935, was increased to £stg.3,298,000, as compared 
with £stg.1,168,000 for April, 1934. For March, 1935, the 
total favourable balance was £stg.1,816,000. 


The imports for the ten months ended April, 1935, show 
an increase of £stg.12,760,000, or 263 per cent. 
(£stg.61,202,000, as against £stg.48,442,000 in April, 1934), 
while exports declined by £stg.10,893,000, or 13°5 per cent. 
(from £stg.80,777,000 in April, 1934, to £stg.69,884,000 in 
April, 1935), so that the favourable commodity balance for 
the ten months of 1934-35 was £stg.8,682,000, as compared 
with £stg.32,335,000 for the corresponding period of 1933-34. 

Including bullion and specie, the favourable balance for 
the last ten months (July, 1934-March, 1935) was 
£stg.14,273,000, as against £stg.38,309,000 for the same 
part of the previous year.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—MAY 
(From the British Commercial Counsellor) 
Buenos AIREs 


After the check suffered in April, Argentine imports re- 
sumed their upward trend, compared with last year, during 
May last, states a recent issue of the ‘‘ Buenos Aires 
Herald,’’ Since January, however, there has been a gradual 
curtailment of the purchases abroad, averaging 2 million 
pesos paper per month, which is more or less seasonal. 


Compared with May, 1934, the imports in May last were 
higher by 11,253,661 pesos paper. This increase was even 
larger, 35,180,806 pesos paper in the case of exports, with 
the result that there was an improvement of 23,927,145 
pesos paper in the balance of trade, which rose to 51,935,984 
pesos paper. The rise in the total volume of trade during 
May last amounted to 46,434,467 pesos paper, compared 
with 1934, which constitutes a record for the present year.

FOREIGN TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 

The returns of French foreign trade in the first six 
months of 1935 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 10,605 million francs, as against 12,592 million frs. in 
the first six months of 1934, a decrease of 1,987 million frs., 
or about 16 per cent., and that of exports to 7,956 million 
frs., as against 8,814 million frs., a decrease of 858 million 
frs., or about 9-5 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 731 million frs. (19-0 per 
cent.), those of raw materials by 747 million frs. (11-7 per 
cent.), and of manufactured articles by 509 million frs. 
(21:7 per cent.), Exports of foodstuffs rose by 52 million frs. 
(43 per cent.), but there was a fall of 427 million frs. 
(16:5 per cent.) and of 483 million frs. (9:6 per cent.) 
respectively in those of raw materials and manufactured 
articles. 


There was an adverse balance of visible exchanges 
amounting to 2,648 million frs. for the first half of 1935, as 
against 3,778 million frs. for the first half of last year. In 
June the value of exports (1,236 million frs.) was lower

than in any month since the stabilisation of the franc and 
the value of imports (1,677 million frs.) was lower than in 
any month except September, 1934. 


As regards weight, imports in the first half of 1935 
amounted to 22,084,000 tons, as against 23,438,000 tons, a 
decrease of 1,349,000 tons, and exports to 14,652,000 tons, 
as against 13,633,000 tons, an increase of 1,019,000 tons. 
Imports of foodstuffs fell by 188,000 tons, those of raw 
materials by 1,031,000 tons and of manufactured articles 
by 180,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 639,000 tons 
and of raw materials by 589,000 tons, but there was a fall 
of 209,000 tons in those of manufactured articles.

The trade balance for the month of May established a 
passive balance of 1:4 million lats by virtue of an import 
of 9-3 million lats and an export of 7-9 million lats. In 
the period from January to May goods were imported to 
the value of 44-7 million lats and exported to the value of 
35:7 million lats, so that the passivity for the first five 
months of this year amounted to 9 million lats, as against 
16 million lats for the same period of 1934. The improve- 
ment of the trade balance in comparison with the result 
of the past year is traced principally to increased exports.

According to official statistics Norway’s imports in June 
amounted to 65-1 million kroner and exports to 42-2 million 
kr., while the excess of imports over exports totalled 22-9 
million kr. The corresponding figures for June, 1934, were 
59-1, 49-6, and 9-5 million kr, respectively. 


In comparison with June, 1934, there was an increase 
in import values of grain, etc. (due to the rise in prices), 
wines and spirits, olive oil, salt, granite setts and kerb- 
stones, lead and machinery, while imports of fruits and 
vegetables and timber decreased. In the case of exports 
the figures in respect of fresh herring and other fresh fish 
and salted herring, mechanical pulp, aluminium rods, sheets, 
ete., zinc ash, and ships, were lower than those for June, 
1934. There was some increase in exports of fish oil, iron 
ore, molybdenite and sulphur.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


A further expansion of business in the United States has 
taken place despite abnormally warm weather in most 
sections of the country. Excepting automobiles, most in- 
dustries made a favourable showing. The Guaranty Trust 
Company’s preliminary index of business activity for June 
is 71-2 against 71-4 in May and 71-6 a year ago. The 
company’s index of wholesale prices on June 15 was 53-9, 
against 54-5 the month earlier and 52-1 the year earlier. 
Retail food prices for the fortnight ended July 2 declined 
1 per cent., averaging 21-8 per cent. above 1913 and 11-1 
per cent. above a year ago. 


Sales of 23 chain store and two mail order houses in 
June were 9 per cent. above a year ago; sales of mail order 
houses alone increased 27 per cent. 


Construction contracts awarded in June were the highest 
since March, 1934; they increased 18 per cent. above May 
and 17 per cent. above a year ago; residential building 
was 10 per cent. above May and twice that of a year ago. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended July 27 was 82-6 against 81-7 
the week before and 81-6 the fortnight before.—Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York (London Office).

UNITED KINGDOM—ROUMANIA 
PAYMENTS AGREEMENT 


The negotiations with representatives of the Government 
of Roumania were concluded by an Agreement which wag 
signed on Saturday, August 3, by Colonel Colville on behalf 
of the United Kingdom and by Dr. Leon, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of the Roumanian Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, on behalf of Roumania. 


The new Agreement adapts the provisions of the Pay. 
ments Agreement of February 8 last to the existing situa 
tion, and it will supersede that Agreement. The principal 
provisions of the new Agreement are :— 


(1) A sum of £100,000 is to be paid into the Special 
Account at the Bank of England on or before August 15. 


(2) The Government of Roumania will ensure the export 
of a specified amount of wheat and barley, the sterling pro- 
ceeds of which will be paid into the Special Account at the 
Bank of England on or before November 1, 1935. If the 
export does not produce £270,000, additional amounts of 
wheat and/or barley will be exported to make the payment 
into the Special Account under this arrangement up to 
£270,000 not later than December 1, 1935. 





(3) The general arrangements for the allocation of ster- 
ling derived from Roumanian exports to the United King- 
dom will, from August 1, 1935, be 


(a) 50 per cent. (subject to certain deductions in 
respect of exports allocated wholly to the payment of 
outstanding debts) for the payment of United Kingdom 
goods imported into Roumania. The sum of £80,000 is 
to be made available during August for payments in 
respect of United Kingdom goods falling due on or after 
August 1. 


(b) 5 per cent. for outstanding trade debts, subject to 
increase if Roumania agrees to pay more to any other 
country ; 


(c) 30 per cent. for the requirements in the United 
Kingdom of the Government of Roumania and of the 
Monopolies Institute; and 


(d) 15 per cent. at the free disposal of the National 
Bank of Roumania, but only if the percentages under 
(a) and (c) are, in fact, sufficient to meet the obliga- 
tions under those headings. 


(4) Roumania may restrict the importation of United 
Kingdom goods into Roumania during any quarter to 50 per 
cent. (but in no case below 50 per cent.) of the value of 
Roumanian goods exported to the United Kingdom during 
the preceding quarter. 


(5) The sums paid into the Special Account will be used: 


(a) to complete the payment in full of all outstanding 
trade debts not exceeding £20, and as regards debts 
exceeding £20, for the payment of £20 or 20 per cent., 
whichever is the greater ;

Generally, it may be stated that the new Agreement is 4 
short-term arrangement which will provide, for the settle- 
ment of outstanding debts, a definite sum of £370,000, and 
in addition 5 per cent. of the sterling proceeds of 
Roumanian exports to the United Kingdom. It will pro- 
vide payment for current trade to the extent of about 50 per 
cent. of the sterling proceeds of Roumanian exports to the 
United Kingdom.

CHINA—FRENCH INDO-CHINA 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’ (Paris) of July 21 contains two 
Decrees, dated July 20, which provide for the enforcement 
as from July 22 of Commercial Agreements signed on 
May 16, 1930, September 2 and 5, 1933, and May 4, 1935, to 
regulate the trade between French Indo-China and the 
neighbouring Chinese provinces of Yunnan, Kwangsi and 
Kwangtong. 


Under these Agreements a certain number of Chinese pro- 
ducts will enjoy ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff treatment on importa- 
tion into Indo-China, provided they are transported direct 
or on through bills of lading. This provision is to remain 
in force as long as the existing Chinese duties on certain 
French or Indo-Chinese products exported to China direct 
or on through bills of lading are not altered. 


The Chinese Government agree not to apply an import 
duty higher than Customs Gold Units 0°89 per ton on an- 
thracite coal of Indo-Chinese origin with a fuel ratio at 5 
or over, 


The Chinese Government undertake for two years not to 
prohibit or restrict the importation of Indo-Chinese rice 
into Yunnan, Kwangsi and Kwangtong. The import duty 
on rice is reduced from 1:65 to 1°50 Customs Gold Units per 
100 kilogs. 


The Chinese Government also undertake not to apply to 
rice, cement and dried or salted fish originating in Indo- 
China import duties higher than those imposed on similar 
products originating in any other country. 


The French exchange compensation surtax is not to be 
applied in Indo-China to Chinese products other than cer- 
tain silk tissues, fruit, porcelain and paper. 


Certain Chinese goods passing through Tonkin in transit 
are to be exempt from transit duty, and all others are to 
pay a duty of 1 per cent. ad valorem only. 


Mutual most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded in 
respect of prohibitions of import, export and transit, and 
national and most-favoured-nation treatment is granted in 
regard to internal taxes. The Agreements also contain 
paerens relating to establishment and the exercise of 
rade.

IRISH FREE STATE 
QUOTA ON ORANGES 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the ‘‘ Control of 
Imports (Quota No. 17, Second Period) Order, 1935,’’ made 
by the Irish Free State Executive Council on July 26, which 
appoints the period September 1 to November 30, 1935, as 
the ‘‘second period ’’ under the original Order relating to 
quotas on oranges imported into the Irish Free State and 
fixes the quota for that period at 45,000 cwt. of oranges, of 
which 5,000 cwt. shall consist of oranges shown to the 
satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners to have been 
produced in Spain.

BOUNTY DUMPING DUTY ON CERTAIN BACON 
AND HAM 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Proclamation 
No. 98 of 1935, dated May 23, and which provides for the 
levy of a dumping duty on bacon and ham, produced or 
manufactured in Denmark, Holland, Lithuania, Latvia, 
Poland or Sweden, and imported into the Union, equal to 
the amount of bounty or subsidy granted to the manufac- 
turers in those countries. The dumping duty is not, how- 
ever, to exceed 50 per cent. ad valorem. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—FRANCE 
EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Union 
‘Government Gazette’’ of June 14, which contains the 
translations of Notes exchanged between the Envoy Extra- 
ordinary of South Africa at Paris and the French Minister 
of External Affairs on February 11. The text of the notes 
is published, in full, below for general information :—

To His Excellency Mr. Pierre Laval, 
Minister of External Affairs, 
Paris. 


Mr. President, 

Your Excellency has kindly informed me by letter of even 
date of the preferences which the French Government has 
decided to accord to South African imports of fruit and cf 
crayfish, and concerning :— 


(1) The granting of the minimum tariff for certain fresh 
fruit (Item No. 84) and dried fruit, excepting 
prunes (Item No. 85) originating from and produced 
in the Union of South Africa. 

(2) The guarantee that the percentages of the total quotas 
of fresh crayfish and of preserved crayfish (Item 
No. 49) as also of apples and pears and other fruit 
(Item No. 84) will be assured to the Union of South 
Africa and to South West Africa. 


In consideration of the preferences which the South African 
trade will thus enjoy in French territory, I have the honour to 
inform your Excellency of the concessions which my Govern- 
ment undertakes to accord to French trade :— 


A 


I. The Government of the Union of South Africa will take 
the necessary steps, as soon as possible after the opening of 
the first parliamentary session of 1935, to prohibit the export 
of all wines and brandies under geographical appellations of 
French origin, provided that the French Government will duly 
notify the Government of the Union of South Africa of the 
above-mentioned appellations. 


II. The Government of the Union of South Africa will take 
the necessary steps, as soon as possible after the opening of 
the first parliamentary session of 1935, to prohibit the use 
of geographical appellations of French origin of wines and 
brandies imported into the Union of South Africa and origin- 
ating from other countries than France. 


III. The Government of the Union of South Africa under- 
takes to take the necessary legislative and administrative steps, 
within a period of eighteen months from the signature of this 
letter, to prohibit in the territory of the Union the use of 
appellations of French origin which might be given to South 
African wines and brandies. This undertaking is subject to 
the notification laid down in paragraph I. The period shall, 
however, be extended to three years from the date of signature 
of the present letter as regards the geographical appellation 
‘* Champagne.”’ 


IV. It is understood that the prohibition of the use of 
geographical appellations of French origin, as laid down in the 
preceding paragraphs, shall apply to casks or barrels, cases or 
packing, bottles and containers of all kinds. This prohibition 
equally includes all indications which might appear in public 
documents, bills of lading, invoices, way-bills and all commercial 
or other documents, 


V. It is equally understood (subject to the provisions in 
paragraph I relative to the notification) that the prohibition of 
the use of geographical appellations of French origin shall be 
absolute and that such modifications or additions as the words 
‘‘ type,” ‘‘ class,” ‘‘ kind,” etc., appearing next to a geo- 
graphical appellation of French origin shall be prohibited. 


VI. It is further understood that the above-mentioned pro- 
hibitions shall be accompanied by appropriate sanctions and that 
the Government of the Union of South Africa shall take the 
necessary steps to suppress all infringements of the above- 
mentioned provisions which may be brought to its notice. 


VII. The above-mentioned undertaking shall equally apply to 
the Mandated Territory of South West Africa in so far as the

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—FRANCE—Continued 


Government of the Union of South Africa is authorised to pass 
legislation on this subject for that territory. 


VIII. The Government of the Union of South Africa has 
duly taken note of the assurances given by the French Govern- 
ment to the effect that identical protection will be accorded in 
France to geographical appellations of origin designating South 
African products which might be notified to the French Govern- 
ment. 


IX. The Government of the Union of South Africa under- 
takes to embody the preceding provisions in the proposed trade 
agreement between France and the Union of South Africa. 


B 


It was pointed out in the course of the negotiations that 
French exporters of tinplate will yearly put at the disposal of 
South African crayfish canneries a tonnage of tinplate at prices 
and of a quality allowing so as to ensure the normal sale thereof 
on the South African market. 

The Government of the Union of South Africa for its part 
will endeavour to encourage such purchases while having regard 
to the quantity of tinplate which is necessary for the manu- 
facture of tin used for the export of preserved crayfish to 
France.

now applied to South African imports should have the effect of 
modifying the present market conditions in France. 


II. Further, I have the honour to confirm that in the opinion 
of My Government the letters exchanged to-day constitute a 
preliminary agreement which is to be completed as soon as 
possible by the conclusion of a more complete commercial agree- 
ment between France and the Union of South Africa. 

In that respect I have the honour to inform you that as from 
the negotiations for concluding the above-mentioned commercial 
agreement, My Government will most sympathetically consider 
any request addressed to it by the French Government with a 
view to obtaining the tariff preferences or other advantages for 
French products imported into the territory of the Union of 
South Africa. 

I. have further the honour to confirm that the anti-dumping 
duties recently imposed by proclamation of the Government of 
the Union of South Africa, No, 254, do not apply to the 
metallurgical products originating from French territory. 


IV. Finally I would like to point out to Your Excellency 
that My Government is prepared, if requested thereto by the 
French Government, to examine the possibility of the con- 
clusion of an agreement relative to the relations between the 
Union of South Africa and Madagascar, or to embody special 
provisions to that effect in the above-mentioned commercial 
convention.

You have kindly informed me by letter of even date of the 
steps which the Government of the Union of South Africa 
proposes to take :— 


1. To ensure in its territory the protection of geographical 
appellations of French origin of French brandy and 
wines ; 

2. To encourage the purchase in France of tinplate to 
be used in the canneries in the Union of South 
Africa. 


You have further been good enough to inform me by letter 
of the same date that Your Government is prepared to modify 
the treaty at present in force between the Union of South 
Africa and Canada in such a manner as to permit the French 
wines, specified in the said letter to benefit in Canadian terri- 
tory by the same duties as accorded to South African wines. 


In consideration of the advantages which the French trade 
will thus enjoy, I beg to inform you that the French Govern- 
ment for its part undertakes to accord to South African pro- 
ducts the following advantages as from this date :— 


1. The minimum tariff shall be applied to the imports into 
France of the following South African products :— 

Item No. 84: Apples and pears, peaches and nectarines, 
apricots, plums, grapes, cherries, strawberries, goose- 
berries, black-currants, almonds and quinces, pine- 
apples and grape fruit : The whole year. 


Item No. 84: Oranges and lemons: From June 1 to 
October 31. 


Item No. 85: Dried fruit other than prunes : The whole 
year. 


2. A reduction of 15 per cent. on the general tariff duties shall 
be applied to prunes originating from the Union of South 
Africa. 


3. The undermentioned percentages of the total quotas are 
guaranteed to the Union of South Africa and to South West 
Africa for the import of the following products :—

These percentages will not be reduced whether the total con- 
tingent will be increased or decreased. This undertaking does 
not interfere with the abolition of any quota measures. 


3. It is further understood that the authorisations for the 
import of apples, pears and other fruit mentioned in the pre- 
ceding paragraph will be valid for 120 days from the date of 
issue. 


4. The quotas for fresh crayfish and for crayfish preserved 
whole or prepared (Item 49 of the French Customs Tariff) 
accorded to the Union of South Africa and to South West Africa 
for the first quarter of 1935 shall be regulated by the Govern- 
ment of the Union of South Africa. 


The merchandise accompanied by quota certificates issued 
under the authorisation by that Government must arrive for 
consumption under French market not later than April 30, 
1935. 


The quotas for fresh and preserved crayfish, for the following 
quarters will be entirely fixed by the Frenclt Government. 


5. The above-mentioned preferences are accorded pending the 
conclusion of a commercial agreement between France and the 
Union of South Africa. If this agreement should not be con- 
cluded within a period of one year the present arrangement may 
be tacitly prolonged. In that case the percentages which would 
be accorded in 1936 and 1937 to fresh and preserved crayfish as 
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well as to apples and pears and other fruit originating from 
South Africa would be fixed at the following figures :—

RESTRICTIONS ON CHROME OXIDES 
WITHDRAWN 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’? of July 30 announces the 
suspension of the import restrictions on chrome oxides 
(Tariff No. 0116), which may now be imported without 
licence. 


EXPORT BOUNTY FOR BUTTER 


The French “ Journal Officiel”’ of July 27 contains a 
Decree and Order, dated July 25, which provide for the 
payment of a bounty, under certain conditions, on good 
quality butters exported from France. The amount of this 
bounty has been fixed at 6 frs. per kilog. until further 
notice. 


ITALY 
TEMPORARY IMPORTATION FACILITIES 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ”’ (Rome) of July 25 contains a 
Royal Decree-Law (No. 1323), dated June 27 and effective 
on the date of publication, which extends until June 30, 
1936, the facilities provided in respect of motor vehicles for 
the transport of persons, and of chassis complete with engine, 
as well as of the relative spare parts, by a Decree dated Sep- 
tember 20 last under which such goods were made subject 
to refund of Customs duty and sales tax (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of October 11, 1934 (page 561) ). The amount of the refund 
has been increased from 1:50 to 1-75 lire per kilog. 

Provision is also made (up to June 30, 1936) for the re- 
fund of such dues and taxes in respect of chassis complete 
with engine for motor vehieles for industrial purposes 
(lorries, vans, etc.) exported directly by the manufacturer. 
The rates fixed are as follows :— 

(1) Chassis complete with engine, weighing up to 1,500 
kilogs—1°75 lire per kilog. 

(2) Chassis complete with engine, weighing more than 
1,500 and up to.4,000 kilogs—1°50 lire per kilog. 

(3) Chassis complete with engine, weighing more than 
4,000 kilogs—1°30 lire per kilog. 

A Decree will be issued by the Minister of Finance setting 
forth the conditions under which the above refund. shall 
apply also to finished spare parts ready for use for chassis 
complete with engine for the motor vehicles for industrial 
uses mentioned in para, 2 above. The rate of this refund 
is fixed at 1-30 lire per kilog. 

The same issue of the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ contains a 
Decree (No. 1322), dated June 27, which extends until 
December 31, 1937, the ‘‘temporary import’’ facilities 
granted under Decree No. 346 of April 20, 1933, in the case 
of iron and steel sheets, rods and hoops for the manufacture 
of safety doors for ovens on rollers and parts thereof (see the 
‘“‘ B.T.J.” of May 25 (page 842) ). The same Decree pro- 
vides that the temporary import concessions in respect of 
raw coffee (authorised by Decree No. 656 of April 12, 1934 
—see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 17, 1934 (page 777) ) shall be 
extended to July 31, 1936. 
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MONOPOLY OF IMPORT OF COAL, AND 
COPPER, TIN, AND NICKEL AND 
RELATIVE SCRAP 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) of July 31 contains a 
Royal Decree-Law, dated July 28 and effective on publica- 
tion, which establishes a monopoly of importation in respect 
of the goods listed in Article 1 of the Decree, under the 
control of the State Railway Administration. A translation 
of the Decree is given below :— 


It is decreed : 


ArrTicLe 1.—A monopoly is instituted as from August 1, 1935, 
for the purchase abroad of the following raw materials :— 


(a) coal, patent fuel and coke; 
(b) copper and its alloys, raw and scrap; 
(c) tin in ingots, rods and scrap; 


(d) nickel and its alloys in ingots, cubes and scrap. 


ArrticLtz 2.—The Monopoly mentioned in the foregoing article 
will be operated by the State Railways Administration through 
its Supply Department. 


ARTICLE 3.—The sections of the Railway Administration are 
to attend to, and make provision for, the operation of the 
monopoly, in accordance with the functions assigned to them by 
the administrative regulations. 


The provisions by which the opinion of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the State Railways is required are not, however, applic- 
able to the commodities appéettaining to the monopoly. 


Articte 4.—Firms which are parties to contracts still in 
course of execution for the purchase abroad of the materials 
placed under monopoly must declare these to the Supply Depart- 
ment of the State Railways by August 4, 1935, inclusive, giving 
in respect of each contract the quantities already received and 
brought into the Kingdom, and those still to be received. 


Purchasers may take delivery without restriction of goods 
which, when the monopoly comes into force, are still being un- 
loaded in Italian ports, or are on the high seas, or are Sec 
loaded in foreign ports. 


Purchasers may take delivery without restriction of goods 
which reach the frontiers by other means of transit up 
to August 10, 1935, inclusive. 


Articte 5.—Contracts which are in course of execution may 
be fulfilled outside the regime of the monopoly if they are due 
to lapse not later than August 31, 1935. 


For this purpose interested parties must make application to the 
Ministry of Communications, which will issue the necessary 
authorisation for the entry of the goods into the Kingdom. 


With regard to contracts entered into prior to the publication 
of the present Decree, the execution of which has not yet begun 
and those in course of execution lapsing later than August 31, 
1935, the Ministry of Communications has the right to allow 
interested firms, upon request, to carry them out either totally 
or partially, by the issue of the necessary authorisations, in con- 
formity with the provisions of the foregoing paragraph. 


Articte 6.—On the proposal of the Minister of Communica- 
tions, in agreement with the Ministers of Finance and Corpora- 
tions, Royal Decrees will be issued containing the supplementary 
and executive measures that may be required for putting the 
present Decree-Law into effect as well as those that may be 
necessary for the proper operation of the monopoly. 


The present Decree comes into force on the day of its publi- 


cation, and will be presented to Parliament for conversion into 
law. 


MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE) 
INCREASE OF CONSUMPTION DUTIES

The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded transla- 
tion of the ‘Sanitary Earthenware Import Ordinance, 
1935,’? dated May 28, 1935, wherein it is laid down that, 
during the period of ten months from May 30, 1935, to 
March 29, 1936, inclusive, the importation into the Nether.

Licences to import the above-mentioned goods will be 
issued to importers established in the Netherlands East 
Indies and recognised as such by the Director of Economic 
Affairs, up to quantities which are in reasonable proportion 
to their interest in the import of such goods to be fixed by 
him after consulting a committee of experts. When making 
applications for licences, importers should state, for each 
group separately, the total quantities for which permits are 
required and the total quantities which they have imported 
in each of the years 1929 to 1934, inclusive.

PORTUGAL 


OF CERTAIN MINERAL OILS 
FROM SURTAX 


The ‘‘ Didrio do Govérno ” (Lisbon) of July 20 contains a 
Decree, No. 25,638 of the same date, which provides for 
the exemption from the special tax (salvagao nacional) levied 
on mineral oils of white spirit used in the manufacture of 
preparations for cleaning and-burnishing metals, and of 
benzol imported for the preparation of adhesive rubber solu- 
tion. In order to secure this facility, 20 per cent. of com- 
mercial oleic acid must be added to the white spirit, and 
25 per cent. of a 6 per cent. solution of rubber in benzol 
must be added to the benzol. 


EXEMPTION 


ROUMANIA 
IMPORT PERMITS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that the 
Roumanian High Commission on the Import Quota issued @ 
notice to the Press on July 20 to the effect that applica- 
tions for import permits (under the Quota Regime) for the 
third quarter of this year should be filed, up to August 5 
inclusive, at the offices of the Quota Department, Strada 
Doamnei 4. 


Special attention is drawn to the fact that the value of 
the goods to be imported must be indicated exactly on the 
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ROUMANIA—Continued 
petition, as the permit will be issued in accordance with the 
yalue declared. The whole of the quota for the third quarter 
will be granted at once. 

The notice further states that importers who have goods 
lying in the Customs Houses, which arrived there before or 
on June 30, 1935, should file an application for an import 
permit for these goods, at the above-mentioned Department, 
by July 31, inclusive, with Customs certificates and invoices 
attached, in order that the Quota Department may have 
them in view when distributing the quota for the third 
quarter. 

This does not mean that import permits will be granted 
for all these goods, but some adjustments will be sought 
with the fresh applications for the third quarter. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in accord- 
ance with Customs Circular No. 110,972 of July 12, the full 
Customs duty of 700 lei per 100 kilogrammes is to be levied 
on drawn and welded pipes falling under No. 1080 of the 
Tariff and having a diameter of 76:2 millimetres and less, 

For pipes and fittings of larger dimensions than the above 
the conventional reduced tariff of 120 lei per 100 kilo- 
grammes is to be applied. 

The supertax provided under Tariff No. 1081 for tubes up 
to 76°2 mm. is to be applied to the tax of 700 lei per 100 
kilogrammes. 

These taxes came into force as from July 15, 1935. 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that the Rou- 
manian Ministry of Finance published a notice in the 
“Monitorul Oficial’? of June 12 to the effect that the 
average value, under the Unitary Tariff for the Luxury and 
Turnover Tax, for parts of wooden deck and garden chairs 
(Tariff No. 658) has been fixed at 300 lei per 100 kilo- 
grammes. This applies to parts made of beech wood, un- 
polished, not joined together, whether pierced or not. 


TARIFF REGULATIONS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular No. 76,378 was issued on June 12 introducing the 
following regulations :— 

Cotton tissues having either webb or weft only mercerised 
are to be taxed as ‘‘ mercerised,’’ no right of protest being 
allowed to the importer. 


Fine colouring matter in powder, which might be used for 
the preparation of rouge, etc., for the face, shall be taxed 
according to Tariff No. 1757 (m); the right of contestation 
being allowed to the importer, who may convince the 
Ministry in each case whether or not the powder is destined 
for cosmetic uses. 

Tetrachloride of carbon is to be taxed under Tariff No. 
1664, It is usually imported by industrial enterprises and 
petroleum companies for fire extinguishing plant. 

No import permit is required for tourist pamphlets which 
are exempt from Customs duty. 


Until further notice tennis balls are to be taxed under 
Tariff No. 836 instead of under No. 1495 (b).

SPAIN 
TARIFF TREATMENT OF FRENCH GOODS 


As a result of the termination of the Franco-Spanish Con- 
vention of Commerce and Navigation of March 6, 1934, 
French goods imported into Spain are now subject to First 
Column rates of duty. These rates are, in general, three 
times the Second Column rates. In addition French goods 
are subject to a surtax, amounting to 41 per cent. of the 
Customs duty. 


SWEDEN 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


As a result of the Commercial Agreement between Sweden 
and the United States of America dated May 25, Royal 
Ordinances No. 471 and 472, both dated July 18, 1935, pre-

CUSTOMS VALUATION OF MOTOR CARS

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continuej 


Customs duty purposes of passenger motor cars imported 
from all sources. 


The main provision of the Decree is that for new passenger 
motor cars the Customs valuation will be the listed price 
less 16 per cent., the foreign currency being converted at 
the par rate with the Uruguayan gold dollar. 


Formerly this method of assessment applied only to motor 
cars of United States origin. 


DRAWBACK ON IRON BANDS AND PACKING 
CLOTH 


The Government of Uruguay recently issued a Resolution* 
which provides for an increase in the drawback payable 
on iron bands and packing cloths used for baling wool and 
wool-skins. 


The drawback payable is 15 cents for every bale of wool 
weighing from 450 to 500 kilos. and 17 cents for every bale 
of wool-skins weighing from 450 to 500 kilos. 


The increase in drawback is to compensate for the require- 
ment that iron bands shall pay a percentage of the Customs 
duties ‘‘ in gold’’ and will remain applicable only so long 
as such requirement exists. 


CUSTOMS TREATMENT OF CARDS AND 
CERTAIN TRANSFORMERS 


Two Decrees* recently published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ” 
provide. as follows : — 


(1) Cards, or leather straps with steel teeth, for use 
on carding machines in the textile industry, are to 
be treated for Customs Tariff purposes as replace- 
ments for industrial machinery, with a duty of 5 
per cent. plus the corresponding surcharges. 


(2) Transformers weighing more than 50 kilos. are ex- 
cluded from Item 208 of the ‘‘ Electricity ’’ section 
of the Uruguayan Customs Tariff, and will be 
cleared instead as industrial machinery under the 
corresponding items of the ‘‘ Primary Materials” 
section. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF TYRES (OUTER 
COVERS) FOR OMNIBUSES 


A recent Decree* issued by the Uruguayan Government 
sets out a revised list of the sizes of tyres (outer covers), 
for use on omnibuses, which are allowed to be imported into 
Uruguay free of Customs duty. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF SEED 
POTATOES 


The ‘ Diario Oficial’? of June 7 publishes a Decree’ 
authorising the duty-free importation into Uruguay of seed 
potatoes provided that certain specified regulations are 
complied with. 


EXEMPTION FROM PART-PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES “IN GOLD ”’ 


A recent Decree* issued by the Uruguayan Government 
makes provision for the exemption of coloured ink for 
lithographic purposes, imported into Uruguay, from the 
requirement to pay a percentage of the Customs duties 
‘in gold.’ 


CUSTOMS DECISION 


The ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of June 8 contains a Decree* which 
limits the length of pencils which may be imported under 
Items 95, 96, 97 and 98 of the ‘‘ Stationery ” section of the 
Uruguayan Customs Tariff to 25 centimetres.

BOOKS RECEIVED 


B.S.S. No. . 620-1935. 
Method of Attachment. 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a new 
British Standard Specification for the Dimensions of Grinding 
Wheels and Method of Attachment. The publication of this 
Specification marks the conclusion of several years’ investiga- 
tion and work which has been carried out by a Committee 
representative of makers of grinding wheels and grinding 
machines and users of these machines and accessories. 

In standardising the dimensions of grinding wheels the Com- 
mittee have considered only those shapes which are in general 
use. They have sought to provide a range of wheels which 
will adequately cover the general demands of the engineering 
industry, but at the same time every endeavour has been made 
to eliminate special and unnecessary shapes and sizes. It is 
recognised that there will always be a demand for grinding 
wheels necessary for some particular purpose or special work 
which do not conform to the standard sizes; no attempt to 
cover such cases has been made as it would tend to defeat 
the purpose of standardisation. 

Certain numbers have, by virtue of long usage, become 
generally recognised throughout the trade as indicating par- 
ticular shapes of wheels. These numbers have therefore been 
adopted. It should be noted, however, that the numbers do 
not follow in a consecutive order as certain of the shapes were 
considered as special and have not been included. 

There are certain makes of grinding machines which are 
quite extensively used and the wheels for such machines have 
become well known. To provide for all such wheels in the 
Specification, however, would increase the number of standard 
sizes unduly and would tend to defeat the simplification and 
reduction in the number of wheels which it is hoped to secure 
by standardisation. 

The necessity for ensuring that the wheels are adequately 
fastened before being used is a matter which is considered 
of great importance. Provision has been made for this by 
including tables of dimensions for standard washer plates, 
together with details as to the quality of material from which 
they should be made, together with methods of fastening. 
In this connection, the recommended practice of making the 
diameter of the safety plate not less than half the diameter 
of the wheel has been adhered to. As a consequence in the case 
of recessed wheels it has been necessary to depart slightly 
from present practice by making the diameter of the recess 
slightly larger than half the diameter of the wheel, so as to 
givo a reasonable clearance. 

_The Committee are of the opinion that the variation in the 
Sizes of wheels which at present are being demanded by 
the engineering industry could readily be reduced and they 
strongly recommend, therefore, that every endeavour should be 
made to work to the sizes that have been standardised and the 
use of intermediate sizes wherever possible avoided.

53) an Order-in-Council made under the provi- 
sions of the Act may, on a representation to His Majesty by 
the appropriate department, be revoked or varied by a 
subsequent Order : 


And whereas it is provided by Article 1 of the Merchandise

And whereas it is provided by Article 3 of the said Order 
that the indication of origin required on importation shall 
be applied, in the case of chilled beef and frozen pork, in 
the manner prescribed in paragraphs I, III and IV thereof : 


And whereas it is provided by paragraph I of Article 4 
of the said Order, subject however to the provisos con- 
tained in that Article, that the indication of origin required 
on sale or exposure for sale, whether wholesale or by retail, 
shall be applied in the case of chilled beef or frozen pork 
(among other things) in like manner as on importation:
